Mexico City, Dae. 26. Tho end of

the week will see acncral llernnrdo
Iteycti, who nurrendored lnt night lo
the Mexican authorities, occupying a

cell In tho penitentiary of tho fed-

eral district In the portion set apart
for political thteoflcra.

An order that he bo brought to the
national capital wm transmitted to-

day by thu mlntetef of thn Interior
to Oeneral Trevlno at Monterey. The
commander of the tMrd military xone
probably will assign an escort ut
ratal to General llcyea and also
give him a safo conduct to Mexico
City.

The surrender of General Iteycs at
Llnarea yesterday, It I believed here,
marks the end of tho mint perplex-
ing problem yet before the Madeira
regime. tJeewlngly all over the
country lately have swung- - small re
voltM nmt meet' ft them wer In the,
nam a of thn former military leader
of tho country. Mte following in
Mexico won conWra very strew
for yees'asiil t'.swtw "wna atmbu4i4
much of the apVrWiension of the
government when ho Shu ted hk rev-
olution. He fwrmtrly .won governor
ut tho Mate of Nuevu Leon and later
commander-in-chie- f of tho Mexican
army. Thl kt position he held for
some lime, under President Dlax,
holding Hie rank at the time of tht
tatter's resignation.

A few months prior to the nut-brea- k

of thn Madero revolution then
were rumor of n threatened out-
break against Dins In favor of Iteycs.
Dlax then Rent Iteycs to Burope os-

tensibly to study military organisa-
tion there.

President Diss recalled him when
tho Madero revolution became seri
ous, but before Hcyrs reached Mcx
I co Dlax had been forced to resign.
Heycs then aligned himself with Ma
dero and agreed to accept the port
folio of war In tho latter cabinet
when It should bo formed. Later hi
decided to run for the prcsldenc)
himself, Ui Madero released him
from hla acceptance of the cabinet
place. Tho election, held on Octobet
15, resulted In the overwhelming
election of Madero.

Partisans Of Koycs attempted to
havo congress nullify tho election and
failed. It eye then left Mexico, go
lag to Havana, thence to Kan An
tonto, Tcxh, He gave as his reason
for leaving Mexico that ho was per
Kecuted here, and hud no guarantees
of ltl aafctr.
